Subject : Scheme for exports under OGL-3 of certain 
fabrics and/or made-ups items made from 
cotton, wool and man-made fibres to U.S.A., 
E.E.C. member states, Canada and Austria, 
from 1-1-83 to 31-12-1983. 

F. No. 2(53)/82-EI.—1. The Scheme ; This Public 
Notice is in continuation of Public Notice No. 36 ETC 
(PNI/82 dated IStli September, 1982 and relates to 
the export of ceitain fabrics and/or inadce-ups items of 
cotton, wool and man-made fibres to U.S.A., E.E.C. 
member states (Federal Republic of Germany, France, 
Italy, Benelux, U.K., Republic of Ireland, Denmark 
and Greece), Austria and Canada. A separate Public 
Notice will be issued in respect of export of fabrics/ 
made-ups to Sweden. 

2. Agencie\ for the Achninistralion of the Scheme : 

Unless otherwise directed, the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay (TEXPROCIL) 
will allocate export entitlements for all fabrics and' 
made-ups except wooUen fabrics and made-ups, for 
which Export entitlement allocation will be done by 
the Wool and Woollens Export Promotion Council, 
New Delhi (W&WEPC). However, necessary certi¬ 
fication for all fabrics and made-ups including the 
woollen fabrics and made-ups will be done by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. Lists of 
categories of textile products covered under the 
Scheme are- available with the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council and the Wool and Woollens Ex¬ 
port Promotion Council Government reserves the 
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right to make cfiangcb, as considered appiopriate, with 
regard to the agencies lor the administration of the 
Scheme. 

3. Reservation for Segments : 

Wherever export entitlements lor cotton. Woollen 
and man-made fibres are combined, the reservation 
for woollen and synthetic items will be done in terms 
'of specific quantities. The actual quantities will be 
determined by 'the dcxtilc Commissioner after ascer¬ 
taining the firm requirements from the respective 
Councils, keeping in view the past pattern, and pre¬ 
vailing trends. Depending upon the demand trend, the 
quantities so fixed may be modified. 

4. Slow moving Items ; 

(ij In line with the practice lollowcd during the 
year 1982, the provisions regarding Earnest 
Money deposits and Bank Guarantees would 
be dispensed with in the case of slow-moving 
items, specially identified for tliis purpo.se 
by the Textile Commissioner on the basis of 
past exports and preyailinc trends. 

(ii) For the identified slow-moving items, appli¬ 
cants will have to submit only the perfor¬ 
mance bond in the proforma prescribed by 
TEXPROClL without any Bank Guarantee 
or Cash deposit. 

5. Earnest Money DeposiU, Bank Guarantees and 

Forfeitures Thereof ; 

,5.1 An exporter who exports not less thari 90% 
of the export entitlement allotted to him under FCFS 
Contract Reservation or FCF.S ready goods system in 
a particular export entitlement peiiod or within tire- 
whole year under Past Performance System, will not 
be liable to the forfeiture of EMD/Bank Guarantee 
An exporter w'ho performs not Rss than 75% but 
less than 90% will have to pay proportionalforfeiture. 

If the export entitlement utilisation is less than 75% 
thq exporter will be liable to forfeiture ol his EMD/ 
Bank Guarantee in full. This will -be subject to force 
nrajeure conditions, wherever these arise. 

5.2 In cases where the utilisation is not less than , 
75% within the validity period, the exporter may be 
given the option to seek extension for the next allot¬ 
ment period within the' export entitlement year. 
Application for extension shall be filed within one 
month of the end of the relevant export entitlement 
period. In such cases, the exporter will have to 
execute a bond supported by Bank Guarantees at 
double the rates as givep in para 5 of Public Notice 
No. 36 ETC(PN)i/ 82 dated 18th September, 1982 
for the balance quantity. In the-case of his failure 
to export fully, the bondA>ank guarantee will be liable 
to be forfeited in full. 

5.3 Exporters to whom export entitlements are 
allotted in terms of this policy, but who do not utilise 
them would render themselves liable to disqualification 
from future allotment, without prejudice to any other 
action that mav be t^iken in this behalf. 
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6. ‘Appeal against fmjeiturc of EMDs/Banh Guaran¬ 
tees : 

For the purpose of giving due consideration to 
representations made by exporters against forfeiture of 
EMDa- Bank Guarantees for non-utilisation of allotted 
export entitlements, the following procedure will apply. 
On forfeiture of EMDs/Bank Guarantees by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council the expor¬ 
ters concerned may appeal against such forfeiture to 
the Textile Commissioner, Bombay within fifteen days 
of receipt of the Communication regarding the 
forfeiture. The Textile Commissioner shall, upon 
receipt of the representation, give a ruling as early as 
possiblt. If, in a'ny case the exporter is not satisfied 
with the decision of the Textile Commissioner, he may 
prefer an appeal against the decision within 15 days 
of receipt of the communication conveying the decision. 
The second appeal will be with the Department of 
Textiles and will be dealt with by an Appellate Com¬ 
mittee constituted by the Government. 

7. Supervision of Allocation of Export Entitlements : 

. The Textile Commissioner, Bombay, will continue 
to exercise day to day supervision over the matters re¬ 
lating to allocation of export entitlements, A Co¬ 
ordination Committee with the Textile Commissioner 
as Chairman and with the representatives of the con¬ 
cerned EPCs as members will review the operation of 
the policy periodically. On matters where there is 
difference of opinion, the decision of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner wiU be final. 

8. Clearance hy Customs 

A. Products under restraint : 

Shipments wll be allowed by Customs autho¬ 
rities at the ports of shipment after verifying 
the certification of export entitlement on the 
original and duplicate of shipping bills for 
individual consignments issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council 
or any other appropriate agency designated 
for this purpose. 

B. Ilandloom Products : 

In so far as exports of all handloom fabrics/ 
made-ups corresponding to restrained items 
arc concerned, shipments will be permitted 
by the Customs on the basis of ‘Inspection 
Endorsement’ by the Textile Committee in 
Part-2 of the Combination Form. 

C- Made-ups Falling Under India Items : 

In respect of ‘India Items’ which are 
traditional folklore Jiandicraft textile products 
of India shipments will be permitted by the 
Customs for exports to EEC, U.S.A., 
Finland, Aastria and Canada on the basis of 
appronriate certificate issued by the Office of 
the Development Commissioner (’Handi¬ 
crafts') or tlte Textile Committee.
